Delphinium  are  definitely  on  the  way  "in”  with  American  gardeners  and 
florists.  Their  stately  colorful  spikes  are  tops  both  for  perennial  borders  and 
cut  work.  Most  important  too  is  their  ability  to  flower  creditably  almost  any¬ 
where  in  the  U.  S. — the  hot  mid-west,  Florida,  California,  and  over  the  East. 
They  are,  however,  at  their  best  where  moderate  tmperaturs  prevail. 

CULTURE  For  outdoor  work  they  are  best  sown  in  late  spring  or  early  summer 
which  gives  strong  flowering  plants  the  following  June;  fall  sowings  won’t  really  do 
much  the  next  spring,  but  will  often  give  a  nice  second  crop  in  the  fall.  Hybrids  such  as 
Pacific  Hybrids  are  most  used  for  this. 

Eastern  growers  particularly  are  expanding  their  mid-winter  forcing  of  Delphinium 
finding  a  profitable  market  for  the  cut  flowers  from  mid-winter  thru  spring.  Sow  June  1, 
pot  seedlings  and  summer  over  in  a  cold  frame.  Bench  in  a  well  drained  clean  soil  about 
mid-September.  Keep  them  at  50  degrees  and  they  should  be  in  bloom  in  December. 
Belladonna  and  Bellamosum  are  best  used  for  this  sowing  because  of  earlier  and  freer  bloom. 

For  really  fine  spring  specimen  spikes,  sow  Pacific  Hybrids  Aug.  1,  keep  in  cold  frame 
till  Nov.  1  then  bench  to  a  cold  house.  We  even  let  them  freeze  hard  till  February  at 
which  time  heat  is  gradually  put  to  them.  That’s  how  to  get  those  fine  large*  3  and  4  inch 
florets  you  see  pictures  of!

We  find  that  lighting  for  an  Xmas  crop  must  be  discontinued  when 
a  protracted  spell  of  dark  weather  sets  in.  If  this  isn’t  done,  growth 
will  get  drawn  and  soft.  If  properly  managed,  the  use  of  lights 
means  a  saving  of  10  days — 2  weeks  on  the  crop. 
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BRANCHING  STOCKS 

This  class  is  usually  passed  up  in  most  wholesale  markets  when  the  longer  stemmed  and  large  flowered  non-branching  are  avail¬ 
able.  But  every  retail  grower  should  use  some  of  the  branching  kind  for  their  more  freely  produced  tho  shorter  stemmed  flowers. 
Growers  sometimes  space  this  class  closely  as  the  non-branching  with  some  disbudding.  Tbis  plan  produces  fairly  good  long  stemmed 
flowers,  but  individual  flowers  are  smaller  and  not  so  closely  spaced  as  the  non-branching.

The  same  plants  that  single  out  to  one  row  of  petals 
during  mid-summer  will  come  back  with  full  double  flowers  in  the 
lower  temperature  of  fall. 

Free  ventilation  on  every  possible  occasion  and  keeping  them  rather 
on  the  dry  side  during  the  darkest  months  are  further  important  points. 
Don’t  water  until  the  lower  soil  needs  it,  then  soak  and  let  ’em  alone. 
They  will  also  be  hard  and  large  flowered  with  some  higher  temper¬ 
ature  if  grown  on  a  raised  bed,  but  they  will  not  be  so  long  stemmed 
as  they  get  in  deep  soil.  For  the  mid-winter  crop,  we  sow  about  August 
10;  about  the  latitude  of  St.  Louis,  we  suggest  delaying  a  week  or  10 
days  because  of  the  more  prolonged  summer  that  weakens  them. 

Thru  many  single  plant  selections  made  annually  in  our  greenhouses 
and  thru  the  growing  of  our  own  stock  seed,  we  are  doing  all  that  can 
be  done  to  maintain  and  improve  our  strains  of  BALL  CALENDULA.

WINTER  PEAS  ^ 


If  Winter  Peas  are  successfully  grown,  they  will  be  found  a 
profitable  crop.  Clean  soil,  and  a  cool,  well  ventilated  house  are 
of  prime  importance.  For  the  mid-winter  crop  another  necessary 
point  is  matured  or  somewhat  hardened  growth,  for  if  soft,  buds 
will  drop.  To  get  the  growth  hardened,  sow  early  in  fresh  soil;  if 
not  over  watered  and  with  some  shade,  they  will  stand  2^/2  months 
of  our  summer  weather,  after  which  they  will  be  hardened  into 
producing  flowers  freely,  but  not  on  long  stems,  for  this  crop, 
we  sow  about  June  15-20.  If  we  sow  around  August  1,  they  usually 
go  into  winter  too  soft  to  hold  buds  freely  until  January.  A 
September  start  usually  gets  in  fairly  well  for  Valentine’s  Day  and 
to  make  the  big  shows  around  April  1,  we  start  October  1  and 
run  rather  cold  until  buds  are  set.  For  sowing  after  October,  we 
strongly  recommend  the  new  intermediate  or  Spring  flowering 
class.  This  group  will  be  10  days  or  2  weeks  later  flowering  than 
most  mid-winter  varieties,  but  their  longer  stems,  stronger  growth 
and  longer  spring  flowering  period  will  more  than  balance  this.

FINE  CINERARIAS 

While  there  may  be  some  difference  in  the  demand  for  them  in  some  sections,  we  meet  with  very  few  retail 
growers  who  do  not  consider  Cinerarias  necessary.  And  for  at  least  the  past  50  years  it  has  always  been  so.  This 
is  due  to  their  bright,  cheerful  coloring  as  a  house  plant,  and  some  credit  must  be  given  to  their  ease  of  growth. 

An  early  June  sowing  is  flowered  in  5"  pots  for  Xmas  and  there  is  some  demand  for  the  crimson  reds  for  this 
occasion.  Our  Cineraria  trials  are  sown  October  1  and  flowered  in  4"  pots  about  May  1.  This  means  that  sowing  in  the 
north  can  be  done  any  time  between  the  above  dates.  For  mid  or  late  winter  and  Easter,  5-6"  pot  plants  are  produced 
by  sowing  during  July  and  early  August.  Temperature  and  climate  will,  of  course,  influence  flowering  dates. 

While  the  small  flowered  compact  Cremer  type  is  the  strongest  seller,  the  some  larger  and  compact  Berlin  Market 
is  being  increasingly  called  for,  the  least  popular  of  the  three  pictured  being  the  quite  dwarf  multiflora  nana.  The 
Giant  Exhibition  or  Grandiflora  type  is  largely  used  for  conservatories,  but  the  large  flowers  have  some  interest  for 
commercial  growers  as  well.
